T shall begin with dogs because, 
on the whole, T like them better.

him open to all kinds of horrors 
in‘ his brain, his stomach, his 
lungs, his nervous system, or his 
limbs, so that the original evil 
was entirely obscured by several 
other illnesses and always made 
a safe getaway under the pretext 
that some one else had done it.

rendered fool-proof, the dose can 
be properly measured, and any: 
body can procure it from a drug- 
store anywhere. 

In this last step thousands of 
students are helping all over the 
world. One of them will get it, 
and will get it soon. For it is 
only the simplified method that 
is wanted. We know the rest. And 
no one has ever known it before. 

I do not believe that anyone 
who ever owned a dog will want 
to stand outside this movement. 
And in helping to cure distemper 


you will free mankind from the 
intolerable scourge of influenza 
as well, influenza which lays the 


patient open to a score of fatal 
diseases, and éven in the best 
cases, leaves him weak.
